January 22, 1950 marked the centenary of the death of a great servant of God, 


the Very Re 


end William Joseph Chaminade, Founder of the Society of Mary, whose 


members are known as Marianists. 


Born on April 8, 1761, and ordained a priest in 1784, Father Chaminade soon 


found himself in the throes of the French Revolution. In the very shadow of the 


bloody guillotine he fearlessly performed his pries 


ly duties until he was exiled in 1797. 


It was during his exile in Saragossa, Spain, at the shrine of Our Lady of the Pillar, 


that Father Chaminade was inspired with a plan to rechri е his beloved France, 


then the whole world, through his sodality, under the patronage of the Virgin Mary. 


Shortly after his repatriation in 1800, he commenced his sodality activities. Almost two 
decades later he realized the foundation of the Daughters of Mary Immaculate, then 
that of the Society of Mary. Because God saw in him His just man who lived by faith 
and in filial piety towards Mary, in imitation of Our Lord’s devotion to his Blessed 
Mother, Father Chaminade's works grew and prospered. On January 22, 1850, after а 
long life full of labors and merits, he was summoned to share the reward of all good 


and fai 


ful servants of God.

Brother Albert 
Bletzacker, S.M., who is in his seventy-fifth year, has spent half a century in Japan, 
where he has devoted himself exclusively to the work of education. The students of 
Saint Joseph College cordially congratulate Brother Albert, the oldest member of the 
present faculty, upon his completing five decades of untiring service. 


Brother Albert came to Japan in 1899 and was assigned to the “Kaisei,” Star of 
the Sea School, in Nagasaki, where during forty years he served in the capacity of 
teacher-prefect. He has always been gifted with a great amount of energy, and th 
coupled with his constant joy, has made him a man of great industry 


In 1940 he received his appointment for Saint Joseph College, with which he has 
been intimately associated ever since. Not all the students have classroom contacts 
with Brother Albert, but nearly all the students are served by him in his little stationery 
department, where he dispenses not only school supplies but also something of his 
own cheerfulness, which is much appreciated now and which will be cherished, for a 
long time to come. 


Despite his advanced age, Brother Albert carries almost a full-time teaching 
assignment, specializing in drawing in the eight grades of the elementary division. 


The students are happy to devote these few words to Brother Albert, whom they 
again felicitate and whom they ask the Good Lord to bless and keep for many more years. 


IN MEMORIAM 


When Brother Paul Grosser left 
for France last November, although 
we all realized fully how very ill our 
beloved teacher must have been to 
leave Japan, we all hoped and prayed 
that the skilled care he would receive 
in his native country would restore 
him to good: health, so that he might 
return to us once more. But, alas, this 
was not to be. From France, Brother 
Grosser set out on the longer journey 
to eternity from which there is no 
return. 


It is hard to believe that we shall 
never see Brother Grosser again in 
this world; his memory із so fresh 
with all of us. So permeated is St. 
Joseph College with his spirit that 
we cannot run down апу corridor 
without feeling that at the next turn 
we may find him shaking at us an 
admonitory finger, always belied by 
his kindly face. We cannot enter 
the chapel without hearing Brother Grosser singing the “Ecce Panis Angelorum.” Nor 
can we enter our classrooms without imagining him there, ready to impart to us as 
much of his knowledge as we could absorb. 


Brother Grosser had taught at St. Joseph's for ten years, with the added 
responsibility of being the vice-principal since 1946. All of us who have attended school 
while he taught at St. Joseph’s have some particular cause to cherish his memory, for 
his time was well occupied with classes both in and out of school hours. Brother Grosser 
was a mathematician. With unmatched patience he would go over the minutest detai 
of algebra or geometry until we understood them thoroughly. It was impossible not to 
like “math” after being taught by him, for his way of teaching was so stimulating. 
French too, which he taught in the High School, would turn into a subject both easy 
and fascinating, despite all its irregular verbs, with his magic touch. He was a true 
Frenchman, gay, kind, courteous, with a great love for his country. The countless 
intriguing French stories and droll French jokes he told us are something we shall 
treasure till the day we too shall leave this earth to join him in eternity. Above all, 
Brother Grosser was a musician, a generous musician, who never kept his music to 
himself but shared it with all around him. He not only taught singing to all of us at 
one time or another, but also graced the church services with his singing, and delighted 
the ears of the faithful. He played with great fervor on his melodious violin, pleasing 
those of us who stayed after school so often to hear him play. 


The memory of Brother Paul Grosser will sweeten the future lives of students 
and graduates of St. Joseph College, as did his presence while he was with us in 
school. Requiescat in Pace!

enthusiastic yet sacrificing devotion. Above all, his artists, who often received from him 


one of his words of praise such as “Dandy” or “ Five-cent masterpiece,” and his actors, 
who lived their parts with him, remember that his whole heart, soul, and mind were 
engrossed when he found time to devote to the canvas and the stage. Despite his own 
“Nice-from-far but far-from-nice” appreciation of many of his own works of art, both 
his students and his friends marveled at his landscape creations and his stage scenery. 
A lover of God's wonderful creation, Brother William was ever at home in the great 
outdoors where the artist that he was never seemed to miss even the minutest miracle. 


The students of Saint Joseph College who were members of his classes will 
cherish his memory for many reasons, not the least among which are the enduring 
impressions his patience, optimism, and benevolence have left upon their lives.
